Public  Health  ! 


Bacteriological  examination  of  saruples  of  water  and  milk  continues  to 
be  carried  out  by  the  Public  Health  laboratory  in  Hull  under  the  direction 
of  Dr.  J.K.  Me  Coy. 

The  City  Analyst,  Hull  has  been  called  upon  to  assist  in  the  Chemical 
Analysis  of  sewage  effluemts.  Random  sampling  of  effluents  is  carried 
out  by  the  Public  Health  Department  as  a routine  at  all  sewage  disposal 
works . 

Housing : 


The  policy  of  the  Council  is  veering  from  demolition  of  unfit  houses  to 
enreuragement  of  o?,Tiers  to  bring  their  unfit  houses  up  to  a fit  standard. 
This  can  be  done  by  the  grant  system,  provided  always  that  the  house  is 
suitable  for  improvement.  During  1963  the  Council  approved  16  applications 
for  Discretionary  Grant  and  10  applications  for  tandard  Grant. 

Or.ners  are  nxious  to  im.prove  their  houses  as  thiss  saves  them  the  cost 
and  worry  of  demolition. 

Forty- one  new  dwellings  were  built  in  the  District  during  the  year.  This 
figure  includes  ten  bungalov:s  in  Constable  Close,  F'lamborough,  and 
specially  designed  for  old  people.  Thse  were  built  by  this  Council. 
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Six  formal  undertakings  that  unfit  houses  would  not  he  relet  until 
they  were  made  fit  were  given  to  the  Council  during  the  year. 

Eleven  houses  were  demolished.  Three  of  these  houses  were  included 
in  Clearance  areas  confimed  in  1936;  the  remainder  were  condemned 
as  long  ago  as  1 936 . 

Sewage  Disposal 

This  is  now  perhaps  the  most  important  and  expensive  of  the  responsibilities 
of  the  Council.  The  constant  increase  in  the  volume  of  sewage  to  he 
treated  means  there  can  he  no  finality  in  the  plans  for  sewage  disposal. 
Owing  to  the  extent  and  sophistication  of  modern  plants,  maintenance  is 
all  important,  and  this  aspect  was  realised  when  it  was  found  that 
some  effluents  were  helow  standard.  A fresh  programme  of  maintenance 
has  been  started  with  specialist  staff  and  equipment;  the  standard 
of  effluent  is  now  good.

Hunmanhy:  Construction  of  storm  water  tanks  and 
storm  water  overflows.  Included  in  this  contract 
were  sludge  drying  beds  to  he  constructed  at  the 
sewage  disposal  works. 

Haisthorpe : Work  to  provide  a separate  system  of 
sewers  and  a sewage  disposal  works. 

Hunmanhy:  Separate  system  of  sewers  established. 
Sew^age  disposal  works  enlarged  to  approximately 
tr.'ice  the  capacity.  The  work  included  provision 
of  flow  recorder,  settlement  tanks,  aeration  filters 
and  humus  tanks.  A pumping  station  was  installed 
at  the  sewage  disposal  works.  Total  Hunmanhy  £68,024. 

Elamhorough ; Extensions  to  sewer  in  Carter  Lane  and 
in  South  Sea  Road. 

Skipsea  Area  including  villages  of  Barmston  & Ulrome : 
These  proposals  envisage  a separate  system  of  sewers, 
a system  of  pumps  and  pumping  mains  and  a sewage 
disposal  works  to  serve  the  v;hole  area.  This  area 
which  is  low  lying  and  flat  has  long  suffered  from 
inadequate  sewering. 

Heighten  & Speeton:  Provision  of  a separate  system 
of  sewers  and  a new  sewage  disposal  works.  The 
existing  system  is  grotesquely  inadequate. 

Muston,  Eolkton  & Elixton-  Provision  of  a foul  sewer 
with  pumps  and  rising  mains  to  a central  sewage 
disposal  works.  It  is  possible  that  at  some  future 
date,  the  sewage  from  Hunmanhy  may  he  brought  to 
this  same  works. 


Refuse  Collection: 

The  system  of  refuse  collection  remains  unchanged,  namely  a fortnighly 
collection  over  a defined  area.  The  area  includes  the  villages,  hut, 
excludes  outlying  properties.  Refuse  is  removed  from  caravan  sites 
during  the  holiday  season  once  each  week. 

A weekly  collection  over  the  whole  area  is  desireahle  and  it  is  hoped 
this  will  he  provided  during  1965.  This  will  he  in  accord  with  The 
Rural  District  Council’s  Associations  evidence  to  the  G-overnment  Working 
Party  on  refuse  collection.

This  is  one  of  the  distastful  duties  of 
a Medical  Officer  of  health,  but,  my  experience  is  that  such  persons 
are  speedily  reconciled  to  their  new  surroundings  and  never  wish 
to  leave. 

Water  Supplies 

Yv'ater  supplies  to  the  District  are  now  under  the  control  of  the 
last  Yorkshire  Wolds  Area  Water  Board  and  were  previously  under  the 
control  of  the  Bridlington  Corporation,  No  change  in  the  quantity 
and  quality  of  the  water  has  resulted.  It  costs  more.

Sewerage  and  Sewage  Disposal 

Maintenance  seems  to  be  the  key  word  to  describe  operations 
during  1963.  Poor  effluents  resulted  in  a re  appraisal  of  the 
system  of  control  and  plans  were  made  to  employ  more  staff 
equipped  to  maintain  sewers  and  sewage  disposal  works  to  a much 
higher  standard.  .Acknowledging  the  importance  of  a highly 
mobile  force  plans  included  provision  of  a 15  cwt.  van  for  use 
in  connection  with  this  work. 

Hunmanby  ; During  the  year  three  sludge  drying  beds  were 
increased  in  size  - the  remaining  three  beds  it  is  planned 
will  also  be  enlarged. 

Surcharge  on  a section  of  tne  sewerage  system  at  Outgaits  Lane 
gave  trouble  - gardens  were  flooded;  complaints  resulted. 
Proposals,  now  prepared,  provide  for  a new  se7/er  to  by-pass  the 
bottleneck  discharging  separately  at  the  sewage  disposal  works. 
Only  the  relief  sewer  will  bring  satisfactory  conditions. 
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Flixton  : The  sewage  disposal  works  in  this  village  are 
difiicult  to  maintain.  Access  to  the  site  is  only  possible 
after  prolonged  dry  weather  or  frost. 

Reighton  : ;t  no  time  is  it  possible  to  produce  a satisfactory 
effluent  at  this  sewage  disposal  works.  Overloading  of  the 
sewerage  system  reflects  in  the  works  and  time  spent  on 
maintenance  is  wasted.  During  1963  proposals  were  made  to  combine 
the  sewerage  systems  of  Spoeton,  Reighton  and  Reighton  Gap 
Estate.  At  Speeton  the  sewage  disposal  works  are  inadequate 
and  present  proposals  alloa:  for  pumping  the  sey/age  for  treatment 
to  Reighton;  the  effluent  at  present  discharges  into  the  chalk. 

After  long  negotiation  Reighton  Gap  Estate  decided  to  * go  it 
alone'  preferring  to  instal  their  own  extended  aeration  plant. 

This  Council  intend  to  provide  adequate  sevcers  and  treatment  plant 
to  serve  Reighton  .and  Speeton. 

The  future  will  bring  greater  maintenance  difficulties  as  sev/age 
flows  increase  and  the  demands  of  river  boards  become  more 
stringent.  In  designing  to  counter  high  labour  costs  in 
maintenance,  manually  controlled  operations  should  be  avoided 
wherever  possible  and  a good  allowance  made  for  unexpected 
development . 

Cesspool  Emptier  : Each  jqb.t  a total  load  of  half  a million 
gallons  of  sludge  is  disposed  of  using  this  machine.  Noiy  the  stage 
has  been  reached  when  renevjal  is  necessary. 

Storage  tank,  vacuum  and  jpressure  systems  need  replacement 
throughout . 

Nightsoil  Collection  : In  Flamiborough  nightsoil  is  collected 
from  seven  houses  in  Hunmanby  eleven. 

The  time  has  come  when  considerp.tion  should  be  given  to 
discontinuing  the  service;  voluntary  conversion  of  earth  closets 
to  water  closets  seems  unlikely. 

Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal 

Collection  ; Pressure  during  the  holiday  season  caused  lags 
in  frequency  in  the  villages  although  the  failure  never  became 
serious , 

Paper  Sacks  have  been  used  in  the  district  for  storing  refuse. 

An  estate  of  135  houses  has  proved  the  system.  Caravan  sites 
are  finding  the  system  good  - the  number  of  stora^ge  -units  can 
be  reduced  and  storage  of  full  bins  on  the  site  is  unnecessary. 

The  unpleasant  weekly  visit  of  the  huge  collection  vehicle  is 
discreetly  disposed  of,  the  operation  takes  place  in  a service 
area  where  possible  away  from  caravans  and  out  of  sight. 

Disposal  is  concentrated  mainly  on  two  tipping  sites,  namely 
Flambo rough  and  Burton  Fleming.  This  system  allov7S  better 
control  of  tips. 

During  the  year  the  Reighton  tip  at  H-umber  Howe  was  closed  and 
sealed  end  committed  to  memory... 

Refuse  tips  used  for  disposal  of  sewage  sludge  by  the  Council  in 
addition  to  the  two  main  ones  at  Flamborough  and  Hunmanby. 

Bempton  Stonepit,  Etonepit  Lane. 

Ruc’ston  Old  Chalk  Pit,  Y/oldgate. 

^''old  Ne-ftton  Chalk  Pit,  Line  top  Road. 

There  are  places  in  the  district  where  se-age  sludge  is  disposed 
of  onto  the  land  by  agreement  with  farmers. 
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There  are  novv  no  new  sites  a-vailahle  for  tipping.  The  two  areas 
of  th^  district  which  are  not  on  the  chalk  are  too  far  away 
from  the  main  collection  areas.  Two  years  wall  see  the  end  of  a 
comfortable  period  when  the  nearest  hole  w/as  convenient  as  a tip. 
The  Council  are  not  satisfied  with  conditions  as  they  are.  Persons 
resi-'ent  in  the  district  are  unwilling  to  accept  plausible 
explanations  any  longer. 

Pood  and  Meat  Inspection 

Two  private  slaughterhouses  are  licensed.  During  1963  the 
number  of  animals  slaughtered  on  notification  to  this  Council  was:

All  were  inspected. 

Meat  which  on  inspection  was  found  to  be  unfit  for  human  consumption 
was  surrendered  voluntarily  to  the  Council  and  disposed  of  by  burying 
on  the  refuse  tips.

Introduced  during  the  year  with  good  intention  this  legislation 
fulfils  a need  for  registration  but  poor  definitions  and  ill 
d_efined  standards  make  it  woolly,  weak  and  worthless  < 

Ice  Cream 

No  authority  was  given  to  manufacture  ice  cream  in  the  district. 
Public  Health  Acts 


Complaints  and  nui*sances  were  dealt  with  as  they  arose,*  notices 
requiring  compliance  with  statute  were  all  informal  during  1963. 

Factories  'icts 

Routine  visits  were  made  to  secure  compliance  with  this  legislation, 
in  total  35  inspections . 29  inspections  related  to  the  provisions 

of  Sections  1 , 2,  3,  4 and  6.  Six  inspections  related  to  Section  7. 
Defects  were  found  in  one  factory  and  were  referred  to  this  office 
by  H.M.  Inspector  of  Factories.  In  no  cases  were  prosecutions 
taken.
